His father, 
Mario, was in Sydney, paying 
Marconi a $30,000 transfer fee 
for Eddie. The money has been 
supplied by family friend 
Harry Mrska of Melbourne 
travel agency, General Tou- 
rist. 

Eddie couldn't have spoken 
more highly of Mr. Mrska. 
“He had said all along he 
would put up the money, for 
me. He'll get it back when’ I 
eventually transfer away from 
Dinamo, but he doesn’t want a 
profit.”

Wrest Point to 
sue the ASF?

Rapid-Wrest Point, Tasmania's represen- 
tative in the Philips Cup last season, is in- 
censed at not having received any payment as 
yet from the Philips League for its participa- 
tion in the cup. 


It is now almost 12 months since Rapid played its cup game in 
Newcastle. The season before, Rapid also participated and re- 
ceived its money within a few months. - 

Last season’s game, against Weston, was beset with problems. 
An air strike meant that the players were away for three nights 
instead of one. This meant extra costs for accommodation and 
meals, not to mention losses for players who missed days at 
work. 

The club doesn’t believe that the Philips League necessarily 
owes it the extra expenses incurred, but the League does owe the 
club the standard fee — that is, a share of gate money and profits 
from the cup — a fee to which all the participants are entitled. — 

This is exactly what Rapid received the previous season and it 
is entitled to the same for last season’s game. 

Rapid’s president, David Cook, says the worst thing about the 
whole affair is the lack of response to the club’s enquiries. 

“We've sent letters to the Philips League, to the Tasmnian 
Soccer Association, and to the ASF and we've had no response 
from any of them, We've not even had any acknowledgement of 
our letters.”

Mitchell struck again two 
minutes after the restart when 
he accepted a fine pass from 
John Nyskohus before lashing 
a severe ground shot past Mike 
Fraser. 

Mitchell's two goals have 
taken him to fifth spot in City's 
list of top scorers in the PSL. 

John Nyskohus leads with 
46, Dixie Deans W, Brian 
Northcote 26, Gary Marocchi 
15 and Mitchell 14. 

That is a splendid achieve- 
ment considering he has 
played barely two full seasons.

The 1982 FIFA World Cup 
will be no ordinary soccer 
tournament; It will be a su- 
preme sporting epic.

The last World Cup, in far 
flung Argentina, was attended 
by over 14 million spectators 
and watched by billions of 
world-wide viewers.
